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Little Appalachia 


Senators H art and McNamara have introduced in 
the Senate and Congressman Clevenger in the House 
a bill to create a Great Lakes States Authority eligible 
for $10 million in federal W ar on Poverty funds for 
economic development. 
Senator Hart tried to tack such a bill on the Ap­ 
palachia economic rescue effort, but President Johnson 
asked no riders. 
He indicated that the White House 
would look favorably on the series of “Little Appala­ 
chia” projects being proposed if they weren’t pressed 
as piggyback riders on the Appalachia bill. 
(Appalachia is the l l state area in the southeastern 
United States which has been economically depressed. 
It is to be a model for the national government’s effort 
to stimulate the economies of backward areas of the 
nation.) 
★ 
★ 
★ 
The Appalachia project approach is a new one. 
While the federal government is proposing to simply 
most of the cash, the local areas to be benefitted are 
expected to supply the projects and initiative. 
Jerald Ter Horst in “No More Pork Barrel” in The 
Reporter suggests “the Appalachia redevelopment pro­ 
gram may be the forerunner of a new era in federal 
public works spending.” 
Similar programs being proposed for the Upper 
Great l^k es Area (Upper Michigan, Wisconsin a n d 
Minnesota), the Ozarks and New England propose that 
federal spending for area development be concentrated 
instead of administered with a scattergun. Basically the 
proposal coming out of the Appalachia effort would 
have states and counties telling Washington where and 
how to spend federal money to create economic and 
social uplift in an area. 
Federal money would go to a region, not to impov­ 
erished people. It wouldn’t necessarily go to the need­ 
iest towns or counties, either, but to those which could 
do most with it for the area. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
The new concept about how to create area develop­ 
ment didn’t originate in Washington but with a group 
of state governors in 1950. Appalachia area governors 
prevailed on President Kennedy to create the Appala­ 
chian Regional Commission in 1963. Something of the 
same sort was urged on President Kennedy at the Du­ 
luth Land and People Conference in 1963, which created 
the Northern Great Lakes Resource Development Com­ 
mittee. 
It is to implement planning by this group that 
Messrs. H art, McNamara and Clevenger are urging Con­ 
gress to enact a regional economic assistance act. 
At first glance, w rites Ter Horst, “the Appalachia 
program appears to be the usual grab bag of projects— 
new roads, soil Improvement and erosion control, hos­ 
pitals, vocational schooling, sewerage works, fish and 
wildlife projects, strip mine reclamation — intended to 
help Appalachia catch up with the rest of the nation. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
But closer examination shows shift of emphasis, 
with the federal government delegating a major share 
of the decision-making to the states. While the actual 
operation of aid projects would be under the appropri­ 
ate federal agencies, the supervision and coordination 
of the whole Appalachia program would be vested in 
the Appalachian Regional Commission, composed of 
the governor of each participating state and one fed­ 
eral representative named by the President. Decisions 
would be by majority vote of state members with veto 
power by the federal representative. State members 
could counter vetos by withholding their votes. 
This is a historic change in bureaucratic thinking 
in W ashington, as Congress has been unwilling to ap­ 
propriate money without having control over spending. 
It is a minor miracle to find both congressmen and bur­ 
eaucrats willing to relinquish some of their authority 
to give a new concept of area development a trial. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
A continuing controversy in the Appalachia pro­ 
gram th at will have its counterpart in the Great Lakes 
Authority is the heavy emphasis on roadbuilding. Not 
all economic and social planners agree on the priority 
on mads. Some say education should get top priority, 
but the governors, senators and representatives of the 
Appalachia states want the priority on roads and so 
do the planning experts of the committee. They say 
the problems of an area of 167.000 square miles with 
16 million population can’t be solved by out-migration, 
but only by development. 
States and communities with a low tax base haven’t 
been able to build auxiliary and access highways. So 
$840 million — or 76 per cent — of Appalachia’s $1.1 
billion price tab. is for roadbuilding in a 5 year period. 
Similarly, the greatest stimulation for U. P. tourism 
would come from a scenic highway along the south shore 
of I^ake Superior, but the Michigan State Highway De­ 
partm ent says it has no funds in the foreseeable future 
for such a highway. 
Prospects for such a road look brighter with the 
Regional Economic Assistance Act.

achieved in four years. 
But the United States hasn’t 
done the m ilitary-space plan­ 
ning necessary to m ake imme­ 
diate full use of this extraordi­ 
nary break-through. Some of 
the value of the speed of the 
research has thereby been lost. 
M ajor leaps forw ard depend 
on standing back every so of­ 
ten and looking at the program 
with new glasses. As one top­ 
flight m ilitary scientist puts it, 
"our planning has been a lit­ 
tle too tim id.’’ 
Another part of

problem is that m uch govern­ 
m ent-financed research has be­ 
come slow and plodding. Scien­ 
tists are not allow ed full free­ 
dom to exploit new ideas that 
aren't part of the program . Too 
much of what they do (if they 
and their com panies or univer- 
cities are to be paid) must fit 
into the planned 
pattern 
of 
w hat’s needed for a specific 
space or defense mission. 
On the surface, this sounds 
like a practical w ay to program

findings than “usefully orient­ 
ed ” men. 
M any great 
discoveries are 
accidential offshoots of other 
research. An alert m an, w ork­ 
ing in one area, notes some­ 
thing startling not 
necessarily 
germ ane to w hat he’s d</ing. If 
he takes off and follows that 
lead when it comes to him, he 
m ay m ake a key discovery. 
Discoveries in one field open 
wide insights into other fields. 
R ight now, Defense 
Secre­ 
tary McNamara sees no m ajor 
m ilitary 
mission 
in 
m anned 
space flight. T herefore, a siza­ 
ble num ber of interesting space 
leads are not 
being 
explored 
w ith vigor. 
Instead, sizable funds are go­ 
ing into the im provem ent and 
developm ent of know n systems 
which may quickly become ob­ 
solete. 
Even the bureaucratic 
Rus­ 
sians are showing m ore im agi­ 
nation in developing new ap­ 
proaches. 
They are putting a great deal 
of effort into exploring certain 
radical space and defense con­ 
cepts the United States is cau­ 
tiously plodding ahead on. 
Most of these ideas probably 
will not pan out. But if a few 
do work, the Reds will be able 
to leapfrog as they did with 
th eir early pow erful 
rockets.

Dr. Bruce Ncwling of C or­ 
nell U niversity is on a unique 
mission to the Upper Peninsula. 
He is planning employment for 
young people whose employers 
won’t have to worry about the 
payroll because it w ill be paid 
by the federal government. 
Dr. Newling was brought to 
the Upper Peninsula by Dr. E. 
V. Bowden, executive director 
of the Upper Peninsula Comm it­ 
tee on Area Progress, to work 
with Northern Michigan U n i­ 
versity, Michigan Tech and Bay 
de Noe Community College on 
the Youth Corps program of the 
W ar on Poverty. 


This is a phase of the na­ 
tional program under the Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity Act which is 
not yet operative in the Upper 
Peninsula. It is just getting go­ 
ing with U P C A P 's assistance. 
British-born Dr. Newling, is 
an economic geographer.
